In 1H42 the exjtnditure exeee J".l the income
by o,07 .'t'f'01. In the eleven years between that
date anil tiie llus-"ia- n War, there were only two
years when the exf-enditur- was greater than the
income. In the other nine, the surplus of in-

come was on the averag between 2,000,000.
and 3,000.000. a year. The Kussiun war
caused a deficieney for three years, in one of
which (1853) it was as great Jig 21,140.000.
In 18 3 the income again exceeded the expendi-

In the year 1842 (ending March 1843), with
an etima:ed population of 10,194,000, the
amount exjended in England and Wales lor the
relief of the iHjr was 5.208,027. being at the
rate ot G.i.5d. er head. In the year 1858,
with a imputation of 19,578.000, the amount
expended A'as 5,558,689. or 5. 8J. per head.
Had the jn.or rates increased in jroportion to the
population, they would have amounted, in the
Utt.T year, to 0.250,(100.

The number of committals for trial in England
and Wah.vj in 1812 amounted to 31, 09. In
1858 notwithstanding an increase to the popu
lation of . 100.000, the committals had lallen j

off to 17,855. In the former vcar, 193 persons j

out id ev;rv 100,000. were therefore grave
off nders against the law ; iu the latter, only 91,
or le.--s than half. It should be stated, however,
that a r'o of this most satisfactory diminu-
tion v. the uamber of committals is owing to
the I'riiiiinal Justice Act of 1855, which authori-
zes Magistrates to convict summarily in certain
caes. w ith the consent of the prisoner, and to
the Juvenile OiT-.-nd-.T- Act.

That farmers can get as high a
price utukr Frc Trade while the country is
prosperous, as under Protection while it is badly
olT. is shown by the fact that the average price
in two recent years (1854 and 1855) was 72.. bd.
and 74. 8'. per quarter, or considerably higher
than the average for any year since 1819.

The di.ty on f. reign silk manufactures,
which formerly amounted to 30 per cent., has
bef n reduced to 15 per cent. The exports of
Ilritish manufactured silks, whieli amounted,
in 142, to 590,189. increased, in 1858, to
2,090.300. and in 150 and 1857 were as much
as 2,900,000. Until 1820 foreign silks were
entir-I- y prohibited; but although the Uritish
manufacturer had a complete monopoly of the
home market, the trade was far from lein pros-
perous, the exports only averaging about 350,000.
